F. Sterly, 
who is perhaps more closely identifi­ 
ed with agricultural promotion efforts 
of the country along the line than any­ 
when of the r o a d ’s officials. 
I pause 
here to pay Mr. 
Sterley a deserved 
compliment. 
The interest he takes in 
farmin g contiguous to Dis line is not 
a perfunctory one; it does not alto ­ 
gether spring from the requirments 
of his official duty, being more of a 
natural human interest. He helps out 
because the possession of a trained 
business mind has furnished him with 
workable ideas, which if elaborated 
would contribute to the high develop­ 
ment of the towns and rural commun­ 
ities which his company serves. 
He 
has studied the needs of the section 
from a business point of view and 
would apply the same precise rem­ 
edies which he uses in the manage­ 
ment of the transportatio n end of the 
r a ilr o a d business. 
He is as well a 
hum anatarian and likes to see his 
fellowman prosper, 
due to 
which 
mood he has done much to establish 
a cordial relationship between 
his 
company and will do more. 
M ore detailed specifications of Mr. 
S t e r l e y 's plans for the improvement 
of the farming interests will be later 
presented.

L a s t summer when the proposiiion 
of renewing the work was before the

commissioners cou rt,

Sterley was interviewed on the sub­ 
ject and following are some of the e x ­ 
pressions I received from him cou ch­ 
ed in a letter dated August 20th, 1912: 
•‘A county as wealthy as yours can 
aff ord to spend a few thousand dol­ 
l a r s necessary to conduct such work. 
T h e r e can be no question about the 
value of this experimental work 
and 
especially because the Federal G o v ­ 
ernment nays part of the cost. I think 
t h a t each county should maintain an 
experimental farm of its own. 
It is 
f a r cheaper for the citizens of the 
county to have an experiment con­ 
ducted by the county than for the cit­ 
izens to 
undertake 
experiments on 
their own account. 
“ F a r m in g is no 
longer the occu­ 
pation for the man who can n ot be 
successful in anything else, but is re­ 
ga rd ed as a business and every man 
\ knows that he must first invest money 
before he can expect profits. 
The 
county government in itself is simply 
ap p ly in g business methods in handl­ 
ing the affairs of the county as is tile 
city government simply the business 
end of its municipal affairs. 
The

is

th at it would take a s p y g l a s s or as 
g r e a t power as the one used 
in the 
L ick Observatory

Judge J. M. Basham of Bowling 
Green, Ky., writes following letter: 
Bowling Green, Ky., Jan. 29, 1913. 
Messenger, Decatur, Texas.—I have 
just read article under head “ The 
Army Canteen” in your paper of 24th 
inst., and wondered while reading it, 
why you did not advocate the open 
saloon for your town. 
It occurs to 
me that if canteens are good for the 
army, that is intoxicants sold and 
regulated by law in the army, intoxi­ 
cants would be good for a town or a 
community, if regulated by law. 
It 
occurs to me that in order for you to 
be consistant, you should advocate 
the sale and regulation of intoxicants 
in your own town. 
I admit that you 
have had more experience as a sol­ 
dier than have I, since you saw ser­ 
vice at Forts Clark and Brown, yet, 
viewing the questions from my stand­ 
point, it appears that if the sale of 
intoxicants could be regulated under 
supervision of 
army officers, that 
such officers could regulate booze 
joints, etc, in the vicinity of the 
camps. 
If the W . C . T. U. had done 
nothing save the removing the can- 
taen from tile soldier 
boys, 
and 
keeping it removed for the period it 
lias been removed, the organization 
lias won the praise from all who feel 
an interest in the betterment of their 
fellows. 
The return to the canteen 
for the army comes of the army of­ 
ficer being himself in favor of the 
canteen, and his failure to do his du­ 
ty in the supression of the dives and 
booze vendors who come near the 
camps, and you have siezed upon the 
officers failure as an a r g u m e n t in fa­ 
vor of the canteen for the army.

o , Dick, my boy, you are wrong. 
The canteen should be kept from the 
soldier boys, and the booze vendors 
kept away from the camps.

cer who can regulate booze in can­ 
teens in camp can keep booze ven­ 
dors from the camps.
